Though homes increase and commerce 
flourishes within Plaistow’s nine mile area, 
there are still many quiet, wooded areas 
and meandering brooks changing with the 
seasons, and refreshing all who would pause 
to enjoy them.

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REPORT OF ‘THE SELECTMEN 


The Town closed the year with a net unexpended balance of $30,522.02. 
The total valuation of the Town increased in the amount of $905,137.00 
making.our present» valuation $i5)333.179 2006 


There were 411 veterans exemptions, six totally disabled exemptions 
for -a total valuatzron~exemption of 3117/77579.00. 


The largest increase in our budget expenditures was in our school tax 
over which we have no control. This increased $150,680.74...

An automatic electric start diesel operated 1500 gallon per minute 
water pump has been installed between the water reservoir and the 
water line at the base of the water tower. This pump and housing 
costing approximately $20,000.00 is being donated to the Town of 
Plaistow by Westville Homes, Inc. Final inspection and arrangements 
for turning this over to the Town should be completed soon. As soon 
as this is completed we will notify the New Hampshire Fire Underwrit- 
ers and ask for an insurance rerating for the areas adjacent to the 
hydrants. 


The "Town Road Aid" money was used to correct a dangerous cave-in 
problem on the Harriman Road caused by water under the road surface 
Rha tne springy tane. 


Work on the cemetery addition this year included bringing more of the 
road up to grade with gravel and rough graded and additional section 

of the cemetery. It is the intention of the board this Yeon soe. o- 

ceed with improving the new section. 


The town employed its' first full time police officer, and purchased 
its first new cruiser last year. It received a cruiser from Police 
Chief, Robert A. Farrar for a dollar so that the town woulda eevee 
cruiser until funds were available from the Highway Safety Committee, 
to purchase a new cruiser. The Town was also fortunate in obtaining 
funds from the Governor's Commission on Crime and Delinquency to pay 
half the salary of a full time officer, cruiser maintenance and equip- 
ping a police station. The Selectmen gave up their old office and 
worked in a conjested atmosphere last year so that the Town could 

have a police station in the Town Hall. 


We have had several overtures from the State Industrial Commission. 
They have been shown several possible locations for industrial sites. 
It is hoped that these efforts and the efforts of the Town's Indus- 
trralk.commseicn- will bear fruit. 


The Selectmen have noted that the welfare costs to our Town have 
doubled from last year to a*total cost this’ year of $11,606,445 There 
have been more requests for admittance of our elderly people to the 
County Home and Hospital. The number of people on surplus food this 


a2 


vear has varied from a minimum of thirty-six to a maximum of seventy- 
two. 


Peerenovation of the upstairs auditorium of the Town Hall for use of 
the Municipal District Court and for other purposes has been completed. 
The room is now available for Town and other organizational uses, when- 
ever it is not being used by the Court. 


The complete reappraisal of all real estate within the town is now be- 
ing conducted by the New Hampshire Tax Commission. Ligace HOpedr that 
all citizens will be cooperative to the needs of the appraisers. 


The Town has begun receiving Highway Subsidy Funds from the State of 
New Hampshire, which must be used only for the purpose of maintanance, 
Paiteirouron and/or reconstruction of class 1V and class V highways. 
The Town will receive this fiscal year ending June 30th approximately 
ae OO. 00°. These are dollars that will not have to be raised by 
property taxes. 


Because the Fred Rand Room in the Town Hall is no longer large enough 
to hold the required number of voting booths, the newly renovated room 
Poe eewa tl be used for voting on March 7th. 


The annual Town Meeting will be held at the Timberlane Regional High 
Spenmeotetnis year rather than the Pollard School. The change in. loca- 
tion is necessary since there were not enough seats for everyone at- 
tending the meeting at Pollard School last year. 


Residents are reminded to be sure and complete their Real Estate In- 
ventories, as an abatement may not be requested if this has not been 
complied with. Veterans must have their permanent blue card on file 
with the Selectmen, and are reminded that although the card is perman- 
ent, each year application is made at the bottom of the regular Real 


Estate Inventory. Anyone knowing an elderly person, seventy years or 
older, please remind them that their application must be applied for 
each year in order to be eligible. All forms must be completed by 


Peres Sth. 


The Selectmen want to thank Paul D. Palmer of North Main Street for 
the fine job he did as Auditor for over thirty years, and also want 
to thank the number of people not listed in this years town report 

who have donated their services to the town. 


The year 1971 was one of our busiest years. However, much care and 
effort has been expended in trying to develop explanations and solu- 
tions to the every increasing problems that we are confronted with. 
Although we have worked consistently to improve community services, 
we are continually aware that economy in government must begin at the 
town level. Where expenditures for improvements have been made, they 
were made with ecomony in mind and with full consideration of the re- 
quirements of a growing community.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE .DEPARTMENT 


The year 1971 marked the begining of a new era in law-enforcement for 
Plaistow with the appointment ofa ful itime wolwce ctiscew 


The need of a full time department was long over-due. It came: WuSec. in 
time, as the National Crime Index increased approximately 12% in 1971. 
Although still under-manned for the size and population of the town, 
the number of burglaries were cut over 60% and the accidents reduced 
by thirty-five. The Court cases were increased from 45 to 249 with 
the Town receiving $4,515.00 in fines. 


It is safe to say that over 90% of crimes committed in Plagetoween 7 l/1 
can be directly related to drug addiction. The National figures show 
that in the United States today there are one million heroin addicts 
with a habit costing between forty and fifty dollars a day, per addict. 
This totals an alarming figure of forty ‘to (fifty million mga eay 
that these individuals must’ raise to support their “habia Most addicts 
are unable to hold down any type of employment, therefore they are com- 
peled to steal and rob to obtain the necessary money. 


With this factor alone in mind, we must take the defensive and work 
together to build a bigger and better Police Force. We've come a long 
way in 1971, we have established a police station, a police school was 
founded and is now in its second session, we have a local base station, 
two town owned Police Cruisers and have added four mobile units, which 
gives us a total of seven radio equipped cars on the road. if, this 
trend can continue, in avery short time Plaistow should have one of 
the most efficient and well equipped departments in the area. 


In closing I would like to thank all the police officers £6F 00 
loyal support and co-operation they have extended to me this year. I 


also want to take this opportunity to thank all the citizens =@eee0e.2— 
tow for their co-operation during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During 1971 the Fire Department answered 66 alarms. Eight were for 
house fires, and one for a manufacturing plant, started by Dightuine, 
where a substantantial loss was encountered. We responded to one out 
of town call this past year, and we requested assistance of several 
other departments once. The total fire loss for Plaistow will exceed 
5100;,,000.00 in 1971:

In last years budget, money was appropriated for dredging of the Fire 
Pond at the rear of the Fire Station. This was completed in October. 
The pond was dredged to a depth of about ten feet to provide for a 
more adequate water supply in the center of town. A dry hydrant con- 


nection was installed, and the pump previously purchased was connect- 
ed so that now we do have to use a truck to draft from the pond in 
order to fill other- trucks upon their retann jfrom a) fire 


We have recently installed three dry hydrants: one on Route 108 on 
the property of Mr. Richard Haynes, one on Crane Crossing Road on 
the property of Mr. Claude Cox, and the other on the property of 
Westville Homes, Inc. The installation of this hydrant at Westville 
Homes was contracted for and paid for by Westville Homes, Inc. The 
hydrant was supplied by the town. 


Mr. Robert Rauh donated land for a new fire hole on Culver Street. 
The expense of constructing the water hole was borne by Mr. Rauh, 
and Mr. Sam Durso, and after completion of the work, the site was 
generously deeded to the town by Mr. Rauh. Provisions have been 
made to install a dry hydrant here next year. I would like to ex- 
press my appreciation to these men for their generous contribution 
which affords much needed protection to the entire area. 


In addition to replacing expendable items such as hose, we have traded 
two obsolete masks for two new Scott Air Paks. We face increased 
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dangers due to the newer types of building materials and related 
items, and these will give our men greater protection, and bring the 
total Scott Air-Paks to eight. We also have a new smoke ejector on 
order, and expect delivery soon. 


I have spent considerable time enforcing the oil burner regulations 
and related building codes. Plaistow is experiencing a very rapid 
growth rate, and new buildings and modifications are increasing sub- 
stancially. Strict enforcement of our town and state laws are esen- 
tial if we are to keep homes and businesses safe for the future. 
Prevention has been a very important part of my work this past year. 
I would like to stress the fact that we need more enforcement, and 

we need the full cooperation of all the concerned parties in order 

to accomplish this. It is difficult to put into this report the haz 
ards which exist, and which are allowed to exist within this town. 


The budget for 1972 has increased slightly, One reason is to keep 
apbeast ot the increasing costs of equipment, and another is to in- 
crease the pay of the men to the level of the other town departments. 


We have included in the warrant an item for a new alarm system which 
will greatly improve our efficiency. Presently most of our men are 


contacted by phone, in relays, when an alarm sounds. The proposed 
alarm will operate by radio, and will expand our coverage to the en- 
tire town, regardless of weather conditions. We ask your support in 


this essential matter. 


I would like to commend all of my Engineers and men for keeping our 


losses at a minimun in spite of the increased growth of the town. We 
have spent long hours in carrying out the work necessary to provide 
you with the protection. To keep our losses down, we need the coop- 


eration of everyone. 


I would like to thank the Highway Department, and especially the 
Police Department, for their assistance at all fires. Special thanks 
go to the other Fire Departments who responded to our mutual aid re- 
quests. 


I will not seek re-election to the office of Fire Chief this coming 
year and I would like to thank all of the people for their support 
they have given to myself and the department.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


Ten dead or diseased trees were removed from town road right-of- 
ways this past summer by the tree warden with assistance from 
Pmewexeter and Hampton Electric Company. In addition, two dis- 
eased elm trees were removed from the Town Hall lawn and ceme- 
_—yeoy- contract: As for the statesroads, we are grateful to 
the State Highway Department and the Exeter and Hampton Electric 
Company for their efforts in removing more than twenty-seven (27) 
dead trees this past year. Although this work is not completed, 
their efforts were of considerable benefit to the town. Only a 
few stumps were removed this past year, due to the limited funds 
available for this type of work. 


Twenty-three (23) trees were planted this past spring as a contin- 
iataon OL OUT planting program. Although these plantings cannot 
replace the trees being removed as far as stature is concerned, 
they do help insure that in future years we won't be faced with 
barren roadsides. In addition to maple trees, flowering trees 
were planted again this year not only so as to provide variety 

but also to allow planting in relatively congested areas. 


The elm trees in Plaistow were sprayed this past spring with a 
dormant spray for control of the Elm Bark Beetle, carrier of the 
Dutch Elm Disease fungus. Other insect problems were encounter- 
ed this past year although none seemed widespread or damaging 
enough so as to warrent broadcast spraying for control purposes. 


For reasons of both safety and preservation, more deadwood was 
removed from the "Town Elm" this past summer. Although the tree 
memoretty barren as a result of this removal work, this tree can- 
Dou pe left to fall, such as was the case with the now famous 
Whittier Elm, due to its strategic location. Some of the branch- 
es removed from the tree were hollow which would indicate that 

the tree will undoubtly need removal in the not-to-distant future.

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REPORT OF THE ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


Public hearings were held on the last Monday of each month and special 
hearings were also held at other times when deemed necessary. The 
planning board hearings on revisions of the zoning ordinances began 

in December and resulted in no decisions being rendered after that 
hearing, and no hearing being scheduled in January. 


One change in membership of the board occured during the year. 
Thomas Allison resigned, and Donald E. Wood was named by the Modera- 
tor to replace him. Neil F. Walker's term expired during the year 
and he was reappointed to a five year term. 


The board this year for the first time has printed forms available 
for applicants to apply for hearings. They can be obtained from the 
building inspector, the secretary of this board or at the Selectmen's 
Office. These forms have been helpful to both the applicants and the 
board. 


This board had an extremely busy year this year. Some months there 
were as many as nine hearings at one sitting of the board, and there 
were many important decisions made. The most discussed of the var- 
iances, which were issued were probably the ones which allowed the 
use of all purpose metal asbestos chimneys. If the planning board 
recommendations for zoning changes are accepted by the town, metal 
chimneys will become acceptable and variances will not be necessary 
in the future. Another important decision made by this board was the 
variance granted to the Lanning Corp. to enable them to build a new 
shopping center on Route 125 between Stratham Tire and Jamestown Manor. 
It is expected that this construction will start in the spring. 


We made many other decisions during the year, and in every case list- 
ened to all the evidence and handed down decisions that were in the 
best interest of the town and that best adherred to the spirit of the 
ordinance involved.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Board of Health has continued to inspect food handling establish- 
ments and septic systems, and to investigate written complaints. 


Meetings are being held every two months. 


The Environmental Sub-Committee of the Southern Rockingham Regional 
Planning District Commission was formed in May 1971, and was request- 
ed to investigate, on a regional basis, environmental situations which 
are present or potential problems, and which might be resolved more 
economically and effectively if two or more towns cooperated in a 
mutual untertaking. 


The sub-committee comprises representatives from Atkinson, Hampstead, 
Plaistow, Salem, and Windham, and has been meeting regularly since 
May, working on the common problem of septic tank sludge disposal. 
The committee has contacted state and federal officials during its 
investigation, performed an analysis as to the extent of the present 
and future problem, estimated the quanitity of sludge to be safely 
disposed of over the next twenty years, and investigated the various 
methods of disposal. The goal of the committee is to find the op- 
timun solution to this septic tank problem before going on to other 
environmental type projects.
